Ev en if that 
were not so, mankind would pursue its normal 
course today, w'hich inv olv es going nliend on 
the theoT that the new source of power should 
bt dev eloped and harnessed to the purposes 


of science, industry, farming, transportation 
and such other fields as are appropriate. 
That is why Nehra.'ka has asked and re­ 
reiv ed, from the Atomic Energy Commission 
through Consumers Public Power District,

ffansel up to eat him. But Gretel tricks her 
into i rawhng into a hot ov en, locks the door 
and frees her brotiier. Together they return 
home, laden with jewels from the witch’s 
coffers, to find their stepmother dead and liv e 
happily ev er after. 
The Communist v er.sioo makes them children 
of hard working collectiv e farmers who wan­ 
der acrass the border into the capitalistic 
West. There they are seized by the wife of a 
greedy capitalist, who presents them to her 
husband as slav e laborers. They escape and 
flee toward the east, pursued hv the (apitalist 
and his wife. J ust as capture seems imnnnent 
they are sav ed by the Communist border 
guards. 
This v ersicHi was recordoil by Radio Free 
Europe in Munich, which had it from a refu g ee 
newly escaped from Prague into the West 
where he hopes to liv e happily ev er after.

The other criticism comes from the Demo­ 
cratic left and it is that the Eisenhower policies 
are primarily aimed at serv ing big business 
and are neglecting the sixnal and economic 
welfare needs of the people. 
The right-wing Republican complaint is that 
Mr. Eisenhower is foisting the welfare stale 
on the country in the name of conserv atism. 
The left-wing Democratic complaint is that 
Mr. Eisenhower is foisting “ economic reac­ 
tion” on the country in the name of humani- 
tarianism. 
Now that we are about to begin the second 
hall of the first Eisenhower term, it seems to 
me it would be useful to put down w’hy and 
wherein the 
administration 
considers itself 
“ conserv ativ e” 
and why and wherein the ad­ 
ministration considers it is promoting the so­ 
cial welfare of the people without becoming 
a “ welfare state ” These are the President's 
own term.s—“ conserv ativ e” with the people’s 
mcmcy and ‘’humanitarian” in dealing with 
their problems. 
What, then, are the tests of Eisenhower 
cwaserv atism?

Po litica lly Co nserva tive 
Politically, the 
Eisenhower administration 
considers itself conserv ativ e because it stands 
oppc» ed to drawing to Washington more and 
more power 
and control ov er ev erything and 
anything. It stands against what it calls the 
“ federal fixation” —the belief 
that 
the best 
solution or 
the only solution or at least the 
easiest quick solution to any problem any­ 
where in the U.S. is to pass a federal law, ap­ 
propriate a billion dollars and spend it as fast 
as possible. 
liie administration aims to arrest the trend 
toward concentration of political and economic 
power la the federal gov ernment. It believ es 
that distributed power—distributed among the 
people, the states and the federal gov ernment 
•» will be better for ev erybody, will bring more 
iadiTldaal freedom, greater economic growth. 
It has only 
been partly successful so far. 
It baa increased the size of the tederal role 
in the highway program and has adv ocated 
new federal assistance in emergency public 
■chool ctmstruction. It has, on the other hand, 
adv anced the concept of priv ate-slate-federal 
partnership in the dev elopment of w'aler power 
and has reduced the federal subsidy ot agricul­ 
ture. It has actually launched sev eral new, 
thoui^ minor, 
federal-aid programs in the 
medical field but its major program, health 
re-insurance, is a sharp rev ersal of Demo- 
cratte plMB lor what comes near to social- 
It seeks, instead to use the 


federal gov ernment at a catalyst for priv ate 
imiialiv e.

Evo no miva lly Cttnserva tive 
Economically, the Eisenhower administra­ 
tion considers itself con.serv ativ e because it 
believ es that American conqietitiv e enterprise 
will be more productiv e, more resilient, more 
expanding witiunit minute gov ernmental di­ 
rection. It.'i aim is to try to produce the best 
possible climate m which lal>or and manage­ 
ment can do their job but not to attempt to 
direct the rain drops. 
.'\nother side of the conserv ativ e economic 
policy came through clearly in last year’s big 
tax bill. It was consciously designt*d to pi*o- 
mote inv estment by business and indiv iduals, 
rather than consumption, as the best dev ice 
for expanding the economy for ev erybixiy’s 
benefit. To do that, it had, m the first instance, 
to “ help” rather than “ soak” the rich. 
The administruliun rejects the v iew of the 
so-called liberal ccoiiomi.sts that if the economy 
fails to protliire at any time the maximum of 
which it is capable, this Ls some kind of crime 
against posterity and justifies any form of gov ­ 
ernmental interv ention. It frankly believ es that 
we will not 
hav e 
an uiiwrinkled economy, 
without some ups and downs as during the past 
two years, that federal influence should be 
largely prev entiv e, not remedial and that the 
o\er-all economic expansion will be greater

Is the Eisenhower admini.stration huinani- 
faruiu without embracing the welfare .state’ 
It believ es it i.s. It lieliev es that the social wel­ 
fare nica.sures initiated by the New Deal and 
.somewhat expanded during the past two years, 
are economically justifiable and economically 
lieneficial when they are sustained by a com­ 
petitiv e enterprise without 
continuous gov ­ 
ernment interv ention and when they are not 
conceiv ed as a means of redistributing the 
wealth.

PEIPING—In the immen.se courtyard of the 
palace, in the center of Peiping, where Chinese 
emperors used to come ev ery year to v ener­ 
ate their ancestors there is an exhibition of 
“ circumstantial ev idence.” 
It is a collection of wreckage—planes with 
twisted fuselages, broken machine guns, burned 
up motors—which resulted in Uie conv iction 
by the “ people’s tribunal” of 11 American 
airmen and two civ ilians for spying. 
Today the Chinese authorities 
authorized 
me, as first western correspondent, to enter 
the temple. 
I lined up with hundred.s of Chi­ 
nese men and women—soldier.s in grey, civ il­ 
ians muffled in the traditional blue woolens 
worn by both .sexes—before two turnkeys on 
lach side of the majestic palace doors. 
Sentinels armed with machine guns guard 
the dwirs. 
Their heads are almost hidden in 
fur caps bearing the red star.

In ft Ca rd en 
In the 
palace 
garden trees

branches cut. bear banners exhorting the 
people to “ liberate 
Formosa.” 
There 
are 
enormous billboards cov ered with photos of the 
American airmen in prison rlre.ss, shorn heads 
and defiant looks, alongside production fig­ 
ures of principal nationalized enlcrpri.ses dur­ 
ing December, photos of the entry to Hanoi 
of the Vietniinh army and scenes of the fall 
of Dien Bien Phu,

transport, 
“ downed in Northeast China by Chinese anti­ 
aircraft fire" 
In front of the temple, behind newly painted, 
bright-red railings, is the “ ev idence” against 
the airmen; many-colored parachutes, a glov e 
and a “ pickup.” •

A guide, his cap down to Ids ears to protect 
him from the biting wind, brandishes the glov e 
containing an ingenious pistol, hidden inside, 
which can be manipulated by the first finger. 
The “ pickup,” destined to rescue the landed

—just as ingeiiKKis—consists of a seat plac<*d 
lietween two aluminum 
jKiles.

equipi>ed with electric torches and joined by 
a nylon cord which forms sort of a ''atapult

We were shown a short documentary of thr 
court where the prisoners were judged.

prisoner, dressed in black Chinese robes, but 
toned to the neck, enters between two Chinese 
guards who were holding him by the wrists 
Nine Chinese, four of whom had been con­ 
demned to death, as well as the two Amer­ 
ican civ ilians—Downey and Fecteau, particu­ 
larly watched—cast anxious glances at Ih»* 
( rowd. 
While guards pointed machine guns 
at the prisoners, other 
Americans, one 
on 
crutches, seem to defy their judges. After the 
v erdict the prisoners leav e the court fw their 
cells. 
The v isit ov er, the guard again points out 
the equipment. 
He exhorts the v isitors ‘ to 
fight against the imperialists who want 
to 
prev ent reunion of our country.” 
It is impossible howev er to know whether 
the equipment exhibited belonged to the spies 
who had parachuted. It could well hav e been 
captured at any time during the Korean war.

possible casualty of the 
caustic GAO report may be the man who is 
now comptroller general. 
He IS former Atomic Commissioner Joseph 
Campbell, who was appointed to the 15-ycar 
job shortly after the report was receiv ed bv 
the Joint Committee. 
This was the second 
time his name was sent to the Senate. 
The 
first was last .summer, but nothing was done 
about it. The White House has been informed 
that Campbell’s chances of 'oeing confirmed are 
slim, and he will probably be rejected. 
The GAO report is not likely to improv e his 
doubtful prospects in the Senate. 
The GAO’s 
barrage of complaints against the Atomic Com- 
mi.ssion directly inv olv e him as a former mem­ 
ber. 
That is certain to be 
raised against 
Campbell. 
He has already been priv ately adv ised to pre­ 
pare for grilling on the GAO charges. So has 
Atomic Chairman Lewis Strauss, whom joint 
committeemen credit with being largely re­ 
sponsible for Campbell’s appointment to the 
Atomic Commission and then as Comptroller 
General.

Complete with coat of arm s, 
membership cards and a con­ 
stitution (modeled after that of 
the constitution o f . the United 
States) the SPAH sets forth the 
purpose of its organization in the 
preamble of that document: 
“ We. the Housewives of Amer­ 
ican, in order to ¡wotect and 
preserve our almost perfect Un­ 
ions, ensure domestic tranquility, 
establish ju.stice, and provide the 
blessings of occasional liberty 
from the job of raising our pos-

terity, do ordain and establish 
this (Constitution, to become the 
basic law of the Households of 
America.” 
l|o m a Dictato r 
The constitution sets up a Gov­ 
erning Body of the Household 
and designates that “ a quorum 
of two-thirds of the members of 
the family shall constitute the 
law-making body of the fam ­ 
ily.” The legislative branch will 
make decisions that may be con­ 
sidered final, ex cept that they 
will be subject to “unalterable 
veto by the Ex ecutive Branch.” 
And GUESS who will be presi­ 
dent? 
The president must be female, 
mother of any children in the 
household, and be able to dis­ 
charge the duties of secretary of 
the Interior, dietitian, arbitrator, 
secretary of the treasury 
and 
“ myriad (Jther duties too numer­ 
ous to mention.” Only one mem- 
of the household fits that descrip- 
tion-MOTHER. 
The judicial branch of the or­ 
ganization consists of Mom and 
Pop, and decisions must be un- 
ammous.

BUT 
punishment will be meted out by 
the male member of the judicial 
branch—under the supervision of 
the ex ecutive branch, of course.
